GUARDING PRENATAL DIET 
THE expectant mother, as soon 
as she supposes she is to be a 
mother, should go to see the doctor 
and should visit him thereafter at 
regular intervals. The doctor checks 
on her physical well-being and ad­ 
vises her, especially in reference to 
her diet. 
During pregnancy it is more im ­ 
portant- than ever, of course, to fol­ 
low’ 
good 
health 
habits, 
eating, 
sleeping, 
bathing, 
exercising 
and 
elim ination; 
also to observe good 
mental health habit-s so as to have 
normal social recreation, poise and 
peace of mind. Toward her mental 
health her husband can and ought 
to make the greatest contribution. 
It is a lovely gesture and contribu­ 
tion to their comradeship, when he 
goes with her on the first visit to 
the doctor; 
and the wise doctor 
advises him how he best can further 
her physical and m ental health. 
Building Foods 
The diet of the expectant mother 
is required not only to nourish her 
body but also the baby. For ex­ 
ample, she needs the proper foods 
to nourish her teeth as well as to 
build bones and teeth in the baby. 
“Every baby costs the mother a 
tooth.” need not be so. But it is so 
that the baby's teeth at birth, hid­ 
den in its gums, have already been 
pretty well builded.

Milk, therefore, comes at the head 
of all foods at all ages, since it con­ 
tains lime and phosphate in right 
proportions, and fills nearly all the 
needs of the body.

BUREAUS MENACE TO OUR SYSTEM 
Although warnings have been sounded in every period of the his­ 
tory of the United States against 
the 
danger of 
bureaucratic rule, 
bureaucracy has grown steadily, until it now is truly a serious menace to 
the traditional American conception of government. 
In the last few years, the wholesale transfer of authority from 
the states to the federal government has served to pile bureau upon bu­ 
reau at W ashirjjton, D. C. And it appears to be an unbreakable rule that 
once a bureau Fs formed, it not only is never abolished, but it grows con­ 
stantly. 


An exam ple chosen at random is the Graduate School conducted by 
Lie Departm ent of Agriculture. 
The record shows it was organized in 
1921 with 2,3 students of such subjects as statistical m echanics and I have o b u T n T ’th !“" ^ ^ 
iochemistry. 
Now it has 2.316 students, 140 instructors, gives promin­ 
ence to the departm ent of social sciences, and publishes pamphlets on 
subjects ranging through adjustm ent of personality. 
It is not mere chance that bureaus not only continue to exist but 
also expand alm ost constantly after they are created. 
It would be dif­ 
ficult to find - m e that does not use every power at its command toward 
accomplishing just that. 


In 
the last few years, tens of thousands of employes have been 
added to ihe federal payroll in bureaus. 
All of them secured their 
posi­ 
tions by appointment, and appointm ents notoriously are based primar­ 
ily on political considerations. 


Elected officials who make the appointm ents are, in the vast m a­ 
jority of cases, parties to this steady expansion of bureaucracy, for all 
too m any of them are essentially politicians who w'ant to fill every job 
available with political henchm en to assure their reelection. 
Yet 
these are the public officials whose duty it is to protect and 
serve 
the interests of the public—men who, if they are honest and sin­ 
cere to their trixSst. should do all in their pow’er to reduce rather than 
increase the huge tax burden that goes without top-heavy bureaucracy, 
and should stn ve to elim inate the restricting and costly red tape that 
is the chief product of bureaus. 


The chairman oi an important com mittee told the House of Repre­ 
sentatives recently: “When congress adjourns there will be operating the 
m achinery of this government nearly a million people. 
Of that million 
people, when wo go home, there will be only one . . . who has been elect­ 
ed by the people.“

Old Man Electricity, bugaboo of 
power 
companies 
no longer 
can 
l^ap unannounced into the city. In 
fact, as soon as Old Man Electricity 
begins to stutter or static, what­ 
ever one desires to term his didoes, 
W 
H. Luikart, New Castle Line 
Superintendent of the Pennsylvania 
Power company knows it; that is. 
if the electric storm is within a 
radius of 50 or 60 miles. 
No doubt his worries are fewer 
and gray hairs are not likely lo 
make uncalled for progress, owing 
to the Ingenuity of A. M. Stump, ra­ 
dio technician for the Pennsylvania 
Power Company, because the tech­ 
nician, after working for more than 
a vear has invented and put into 
practical 
use 
a Storm 
Recorder 
w hich it is said possesses advantages 
over a barometer. It is now; operat­ 
ing in the line department. It is 
the only recorder of its kind. 
Fortified with an expert knowl­ 
edge of radio. Stump more a year 
ago decided to arrange some kind 
of a “machine" which ‘would re­ 
cord an approaching electrical of 
lightning storm. True, the line de­ 
partm ent has a barometer but 
it 
records approaching rain storms, It 
might be explained that rain storms 
are no serious affairs 
unless, of 
course, the storms are of the cloud­ 
burst variety and are accompanied 
by 
wind, interpolated by electric 
bolts. 
Inexpensive Yet Good 
Securing an ordinary o p e n -face 
box. some radio equipment and a 
recording 
meter 
he applied 
his 
knowledge and workmanship and it 
wasn’t long until in his home he 
had his storm recorder, which also 
might be termed a static recorder, 
working perfectly. He kept the “ma­ 
chine" which operates on radio prin­ 
ciple in 
his home until 
recently, 
when, realizing that he perfected it. 
placed 
it in service in the Line 
department where it is now in use 
by the Power company. 
In fact, it is an electricity or static 
detective. It is operated as a radio. 
The machine is dialed in an open 
channel. 
It 
has

Whenever 
en electric storm arrives within 50 
or 60 miles of this city the Storm 
Recorder picks up the fact and the 
impulses are recorded in red ink 
on a circular meter chart.

To be precise, offic­ 
ials had no knowledge of his device 
until Stump began installing it in 
the Line Department. Having been 
installed May 23 . it already na^ 
functioned, 
recorded 
all 
recent 
storms and today not only Stump 
but his superior. Superintendent W. 
H. Luikart, wear “easier" 
count- 
nances. 
“I like it" said Superintendent 
Luikart. “It gives advance warning 
of a lightning storm and records it 
in red ink on a meter chart. An 
electrical storm once within a 50 to 
60 mile radius is picked up and by 
telephonic communication we can 
establish the position and direction 
of the storm. At the end of a year 
we have a complete record of when 
and how intense the storm was.” 
Stump, modest over what apppro- 
priately might be called an inven­ 
tion, says it has its advantages over 
a barometer which record only at­ 
mospheric pressure. The barometer 
does not tell the tale of an on-com­ 
ing electrical storm.

Television May 
Aid Aviation 
In Near Future 


Would Enable Pilots To Pene­ 
trate Fog And Darkness 
With Visibility 


( I n t e r n a t i o n a l N e w s S e r v i c e ) 
WASHINGTON. May 29—Appli­ 
cation of television to aviation will 
give military airplanes of the fu­ 
ture a new weapon—“televisibility” 
—to enable pilots to see clearly 
through heavy fog or darkness, it 
was disclosed today. 
The revelation was made by Dr. 
Alfred 
N. 
Goldsmith, 
prominent 
radio consulting engineer, in an ad­ 
dress before the national aeronau­ 
tics 
forum 
in 
Washington. 
Dr. 
Goldsmith, calling for the “closest 
possible alliance between radio and 
aviation" because air power is in­ 
valuable to national defense, de­ 
clared that "televisibility has not 
been realized.” 
“Televisibility, in fact, would not 
only involve seeing by radio, but 
also gaining an impression of dis­ 
tance by radio.’ ’he continued. “And 
to this there might well be added 
the possibility of telescopic or en­ 
larged radio vision in the desired di­ 
rection.” 
“When it comes into practice.” he 
predicted, “the pilot will in effect 
have normal or 
even 
telescopic 
optical vision although he is flying 
in darkness and through heavy fog."
